“The Goodbye Girl”, is a 
story of long ago, a tale of 
love having gone bad 
twice, both lovers leaving 
without a word except for a 
note. Starring Richard 
Dreyfuss, Marsha Mason, 
and Quinn Cummings, the 
movie revolves around 
Paula McFadden (Mason), 
whose apartment was 
sublet (without her 
knowledge) by her former 
boyfriend to Elliott Gar- 
field (Dreyfuss). Garfield, 
is in New York to star in an

production’’ of 
Shakespeare’s “Richard 
IU“ whose director sees 
Richard as “the queen who 
wanted king”. 

After bombing out on 
opening night and 
receiving somewhat less 
than raving reviews, 
Garfield takes odd jobs on 
the streets of New York. 
Finally, he lands a job in a 
night dub and then as 
Paula’s other two 
boyfriends, Garfield is 
offered and accepts a part

York. 

Dreyfuss, again, gives 
an excellent performance 
as he did in “Jaws” and 
“Close Encounters".

Julia was a well acted 
movie.

Woody Allen won an 
Oscar for Best Director, 
and for the Best Original 
Screenplay Writer.

While the 
film Anne Hall alone took 
an Oscar for Best Picture 
of the year beating out 
such competition as The 
Goodbye Girl, Star Wars, 
Julia, and Close En- 
counters. 

Star Wars took eight 
Oscars, but it did not 
capture the Best Picture 
Award as expected. It won 
an award for Best 
Costume, Best 
Photography, and perhaps 
most important, Best 
Musical Score by John 
Williams who also wrote 
d ie music for Close En- 
counters. 

Individual awards 
presented were Best Actor 
- Richard Dreyfuss in The 
Goodbye Girl, Best Sup- 
porting Actor - Jason 
Robards in Julia (he won 
Best Supporting Actor last 
year for All the President’s 
Men) and Best Supporting 
Actress - Vannessa 
Redgrave in Julia. The 
Best Original Screenplay 
went to Julia. 

Vannessa Redgrave won 
this year’s Most Con- 
troversal Figure Award 
for her role in denouncing 
her foes in her acceptance 
speech.

Tennis is a high-spirited, 
fast -moving, competitive 
racket sport for two 
players, singles, or for two 
pairs of players called 
doubles. Most people think 
of tennis as a summer 
sport, but tennis can be 

played all year round. It 
can be played indoors or 
out on a large playing 
court divided by a waist- 
high net. 

The object of this game 
is to hit the ball over the 
net so it will bounce on the 

opponent's side of the court 
but in a way that it cannot 
be effectively returned. 


Most of us know what 
has been stated above, but 
not many of us know how 
and when tennis got 
started. 

Tennis was first devised 
in 1873 by Major Walter 
Clopton Wingfield, an 
English country gen- 
tleman. Wingfield’s 
creation of the ancient 
game of court tennis 
caught on instantly and 
spread fast. However, his 

original name for the game 
was ' Spha iris like", but 

was quickly replaced by 

the term lawn tennis. 

Lawn tennis was more 


appropriate since the 
game was played strictly 
on grass. It came to the U. 
S. in the spring of 1874, The 
first lawn tennis court in 
the United States was laid 
out on Staten Island, New 
York. 

Tennis was played 
largely by the upper-class 
division. It became highly 

recognized as a participant 
- spectator sport in the 

1920’ s, thanks in part to the 
skills and charisma of such 

stars as Bill Tilden of the 
U. S. and Suzanne Lenglen 
of France. 


After World War li, 
tennis seemed to decline on 
both he participant and 
spectator levels. U. S, and 
Australian players 
dominated the tournament 
game and the premier 
team competition--The 
Davis Cup. However, the 
sport suffered as S best 
male stars, such as Paneho 
Gonzalez and Ron Laver, 

turned professional and 
were termed as “outcasts” 

by the tennis establish- 
ment. 

The big turning point for 
tennis was in 1968 when 
open tennis was in- 


troduced. This permitted 
pros to play in major 
tournaments that had 
previously been limited to 
amateurs. 

With that, the tennis 
boom began. The interest 
of spectators increased. 
Participant involvement 
was spurred by a new 
awareness of the benefits 
of vigorous leisure ac- 
tivity.
